$300 million-a-year business—but 
it was not always quite so orderly. 
When Preston took office in 
February 1959 he discovered that 
the previous administration had let 


2 1 last-minute highway contracts. 
He discovered also that the con­ 
tractors couldn’t go to work be­ 
cause the state had failed to ac­ 
quire rights-of-way.
